Warm Debate in y. M. C. A. Last 
Night Results in Decision

The auditorium at the ¥.M.C.A\ was 
packed to the doors last night to hear 
the discussion on the commission form 
of government. 

Mr. Logan's team argued Ahe affirm- 
ative ana was represented by Mr. New- 
man, district manager of the New 
York Life, and Mr. McCardell, of the 
Department of Muncipai Affairs, while 
Mr, Wilson's team, represented by H. 
H. Higginbotham, of the Bulletin, ard 
Mr. Weber, of Young and Kennedy's 
ook store, spoke in the negative, 

Mr. Newman proved once more that 
he has a very fine gift of speech and 
in the glowing picture he painted of 
the elective commission he took time 
to take a thrust at the present sys- 
tem. After a short explanation of 
the elective idea he called to witness 
the success that had been attained in 
some three hundred municipalities in 
the United States where the new sys- 
tem had lessened the expense of ad- 
ministration and had fixed personal 
responsipility on each pwhlic official 
for all the workings of his depart- 
ment. Because Edmonton is the big- 
gest thing in Edmonton the city could 
afford to pay a very high salary to 
each of the five commissioners and 
thus secure for the public the services 
of the very best administrators to be 
found. The initiative referendum and 
recall formed a very powerful weapon 
in the hands of the people to secure 
clean government, Instead of group 
responsibility once a year under the 
elective commission there Is personal 
responsibility every two months, be- 
enuse the recall is effective in sixty 
days on an official elected for qa term 
of years.

MOST-FAVORED-HATION 
CLAUSE CONTROVERSY 


Germany and the v. 8. Scrapping 
Over Admission Free of Cana. 
dian Wood-Pulp Into U. &. 


Berlin, Nov. 12.—The “most favored 
nation” clause in international treaties 
became again today the subject of 
negotiations between Germany and the 
United States in connection with the 
question of free admission of Cana- 
dian wood pulp into the United States 
under a clause of the Canadian-Amer- 
igan reciprocity agreement, 

It is pointed out here that the Unit- 
ed States applied to Germany for full 
equulity of treatment under the trea- 
ties nesotsated by Germany with Swe- 
den and Japan in 1912, in view of the 
lapsing of the Canadian Jaw regarding 
wood pulp. 

When the 


United States later took 
the standpoint that Canadian wood 
pulp and reciprocity did not come 
within the province of the ‘most fa- 
vored nation” clause, and that its ben- 
efits Were not available to nations hav- 
ing such clause# jin their treaties with 
the United States, Germany also un- 
nounced her adoption of a new inter- 
pretation of the treaty, and withheld 
from the American importer part of 
the reduced rates on steels, silks and 
other articles, accorded to Sweden und 
Japan in the recent treaties.

The full text of the amateur defini- 
tion as agreed on by the Tnternational 
Amateur Athletic Federation for sub- 
miss on to the national 
posing that organization is a very 
full one.

5. One who teaches, trains, or 
coaches in any sport for: money or 
other pecuniary consideration is a 
professional, except, however, that su 
ar as competition in his. own country, 
and there only is concerned as em- 
ployee or representative of the State, 
or echool, or other educational in- 
stitution Who teaches, trains, or 
coaches as an incident to his main 
vocation or empioyiment, may or may 
not be a professional as the member 
of the Federation of the country of 
such a person shall decide 

As an interpretation of the above 
fundamental rules, and to be consi- 
dered us part thereof, the following 
regulations are set down, and any 
athlete who violates any thereof shall 
thereby become a professional:— 

(a) An amateur cannot wager or be 
interested in a Wa money, bet, or 
stake made in connec lion wth the 
athletic competition 
to participate. 

(ib) An amateur must not compete 
for any prize or token which cannot 
be suitably inscribed with some words 
or letters commemorative of the com- 
petition. Prizes must not be of a 
character which cannot be

(c) An amateur cannot compete for 
a prize or token of a value of more 
than ten pounds, except by 
of the member of the Federation of 
his country. 

(ad) An amateur may not sell, pawn 
or give away his prizes, and shall 
hold the same subject at all times to 
the inspection of the member of the 
Federation of his country. 

de) An amateur cannot enter or 
compete in any contest under a name 
other Uiai his OWn, or One assumed 
permanently by him for purposes of 
competition and registered by him 
with a member of the eFderation of 
‘his country. 

(@) An amateur cannot 
challenge or in any manner

(3) An amateur cannot accept or 
in any manner receive any money or 
other pecuniary gain in going to, at- 
tending or returning from an athle- 
tic meeting other than his actual out- 
lay for railroad, steamship, sleeping- 
car fare and for meals and lodging. 
Uader no circumstances shall the 
amount paid for expenss money ex-

He congratulated the delegates on the for- 
mation of the new diocese and said that he trusted that the new bishop 
whoever he should be, would have the support, not only of the members of 
his own church, but of the citizens generally.

I. is therefore expected that the pro- 
vincial synod will, at an early date| 
authorise the calling of a speciai 
synod of the diocese for the election 
of the first bishop of Edmonton. 

The meeting of the first synod of 
the new diocese marks.an important 
step in the development of the reli- 
gious life of the Northwest. The 
canon of the synod of Prince Rupert's 
Land in 1873 defined the four dioceses 
of Rupert's Land, Moosonee, Saskat- 
chewan and Athabasca, which were to 
form the ecclesiastical province of |i} 
Prince Rupert's Land. Bishop Pink- | ff 
ham, of Calgary. who is today presid- 
ing over the synod of the diocese of 
Edmonton, only five days after his 
eonsecration as bishop of Saskatche- 
wan, in August, 1887, moved for the 
erection of the civil diatrict of Alberta 
into a new diocese, to be called the 
diocese of Calgary, The suggestion 
met with the approval of the provin- 
olal synod and in January, 1889, 
Bishop Pinkham presided over the 
tirst synod of the diocese of Calgary. 
Rishup Pinkham eventually resigned 
hia jurisdiction over the Saskatchewan 
part of the diocese, although for 4 
time and while engaged in raising the 
endowment fund for the new diocese 
of Calgary he administered both the 
diocese of Saskatchewan and Calgary 
separately, over a combined area of 
400,000 square miles. 

Composition of New Diocese, 

These interesting facts in the 
tory of the development of the North- 
west were called to mind by Bishop 
Pinkham in his address to the cleri- 
cal and lay delerates to the synod to- 
day. The new diocese includes the} 
territory lying north of the north 
boundary of townships 42, or north 
of Ponoka, and has hitherto formed 
one-third of the whole diocese oi 
Calgary.
